Belleville to hire 
city manager, 
police chief

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman is 
retiring from his part-time position on Jan. 
31 and City Manager Diana Kollmeyer is 
leaving her full-time position on Feb. 2. 

The city council is working to fill both 
positions as soon as possible. 

A special meeting was held Monday to 
go over the resumes of the 10 finalists for 
the city manager position. The names and 
addresses of the applicants were blacked 
out — redacted — so all council members 
considered were education and experience, 
as required on the job posting. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said the city 
received close to 400 applications for the 
position, “and, they’re still coming in even 
though the deadline is past.” 

The council now will send a questionnaire 
to each of the four finalists selected with a 
return deadline of noon, Jan. 17. Among 
the questions are the date they would be 
available and what salary is expected. 
Some, or all of those candidates will be 
invited to interviews beginning at 10 a.m., 
Saturday, Jan. 25, and going every 90 
minutes until they are done. 

The plan is then to have a Meet and Greet 
session for the final finalists to meet the 
public on Feb. 3, before the regular council 
meeting, at a place yet to be determined. 
Then, the plan is for the council to meet 
again on Feb. 4 to make a decision. All the 
meetings are open to the public. 

Council members discussed the procedure 
and Kollmeyer told them that under the 
city charter they have to have an acting 
city manager and it would have to be DPW 
Director Rick Rutherford. 

“There will be no police chief then 
and Rick is spread pretty thin,” said 
Councilman Ken Voigt.

Soft opening of library in downtown 
Belleville delayed to Mon., Feb. 24 


Mary Jo Suchy, director of the Belleville 
Area District Library, announced the soft 
opening of the new library in downtown 
Belleville has been delayed from the 
originally announced date of Feb. 8 until 
“around Feb. 24.” 

Suchy said they are waiting for the main 
entry stair railing, but if there is any way 
they can open earlier than the 24", they 
certainly will. 

As of Jan. 17, the main library, previously 
called the Fred C. Fischer Library, will be 
closed until Feb. 23, or thereabouts. 

Suchy suggests library users check the 
library’s website or Facebook page for 
updates to the schedule. 

When the newly constructed library 
opens for the first time, there will be a 
Book Brigade to pass the last books from 
the old library to the new. The time and 
date for this is to be determined, but the 
public is invited to participate. 

While the main library is closed as the 
move is taking place from the old to the new 
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building, the Sumpter Media Center will 
be the default pick-up location for holds. 
Or, library users may use neighboring 
libraries. 

“I have been in contact with all of our 
neighboring libraries and they are happy to 
welcome our patrons during the time that 
our library is closed,” Suchy said. 

She referred to The Library Network 
system and noted the closest shared system 
library is the Romulus Public Library. 

The Ypsilanti District Library and 
Canton Public Library will also check out 
their materials to Belleville Area District 
Library patrons. Suchy said to be sure to 
take your library card and up-to-date photo 
I.D., if it’s your first visit. 

She said the OverDrive and Hoopla 
collections of e-books and down-loadable 
audiobooks are available 24/7 with your 
library card. 

Materials may be returned at the 167 
Fourth St. location or at the Sumpter Media 
Center. 

The Sumpter Media Center at 23465 
Sumpter Rd. had a soft opening on Jan. 6 
and will have a ribbon-cutting ceremony at 
10 a.m., Monday, Jan. 13. 

The Sumpter Media Center will be

Chase Alan Basham of 
Sumpter pleads guilty to 
eight porch theft charges 


34" District Court Chief Judge Brian A. 
Oakley approved a plea deal that dismissed 
half of the charges against Chase Alan 
Basham, 36, of Sumpter Township in 
exchange for guilty pleas for the other half. 

Judge Oakley sentenced Basham to a year 
of non-reporting probation and restitution 
to the victims for stealing packages off 
their porches in Van Buren Township just 
before Christmas. 

Basham was arraigned Dec. 22 by 
34" District Court in Romulus on 16 
misdemeanor counts after he was arrested 
in Van Buren Township. 

On Jan. 2, Basham pleaded guilty to four 
charges of taking mail and four charges 
of larceny under $200. In exchange, four 
charges of taking mail and four charges of 
larceny were dismissed, including a charge 
of larceny between $200 and $1,000. 

Besides probation, Judge Oakley 
sentenced Basham to pay a total of $908 
in fines, $763 of which was to be disbursed 
by the court to the victims as restitution. 
This will be paid in installments of $95 a 
month, beginning Feb. 3 and paid in full by 
the time his probation ends. 

He also is required to spend 12 days 
on the court work program in lieu of 
incarceration. Basham also is ordered to 
have no new offenses or his probation 
would be ended and he would be jailed. 

Van Buren Township Police Chief Jason 
Wright said on or about Dec. 18, several 
larcenies of packages from residents’ 
porches had occurred in the areas of 
Roland Meadows, Andover Farms, and 
Country Walk subdivision. 

Van Buren Township Police posted a Dec. 
18 surveillance recording on Facebook 
showing a man carrying an empty box up 
to a porch on Cambridge Court in Country 
Walk subdivision and then leaving with a 
box that had been on the porch. 

Police said he apparently knew of the 
Ring doorbell surveillance because he 
kept his face hidden. He was identified 
as driving a black Chevrolet Equinox 
Traverse that stopped near the home. The 
suspect was wearing a very distinctive 
jacket, police said. 

Suspect Basham was charged with the 
thefts.

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River of Life church to share 
celebration with the public Jan. 10-12

The River of Life Church, which moved 
in September from 870 Savage Rd. in 
Van Buren Township into a huge facility 
at 16650 Sumpter Rd. that needed lots of 
tender loving care, is ready to be shown off 
to the public. 

Pastor Eddie Marcum said Phase 1 of 
the renovations are done and the public is 
invited to tour the church from 4 to 7 p.m. 
on Friday, Jan. 10. He said most of the 
renovations, flooring, and painting was done 
on a volunteer basis by members of the 
congregation. 

Phase 2, which will come in the future, 
will include opening the cafeteria, he said. 

The public also is invited to the 6 p.m. 
worship service on Saturday, Jan. 11, and the 
10:30 a.m. Sunday, Jan. 12, Grand Opening 
Ceremony that will feature a video on the 
history of the church. 

Last fall River of Life, which needed a larger 
church because of a growing congregation, 
switched locations with Lighthouse Worship 
Center, which needed a smaller facility 
because of a fall in membership. 

The Sumpter Road church is 34,000 square 
feet on almost 20 acres, just north of Bemis 
Road in Van Buren Township. The building 
includes a full-court gymnasium with a 
stage, a sanctuary, two kitchens, a dining 
hall, many offices and classrooms and a 
work-out room with parking for about 200 
vehicles. 

The Savage Road church is 4,889-square- 
feet in size on about 8.72 acres, just west of 
Martinsville Road. 

Pastor Marcum said they planned to hold 
services in the gym for the first ten weeks 
so they can make some repairs, but it took 
longer. 

He said the large church willbe used for youth 
activities, community activities, special- 
needs services, and many more events. 

Every year the church has held a free 
luncheon for first responders and that will 
continue, he said. Pastor Marcum said Van 
Buren Township Public Safety Department 
asked him to be chaplain and he said he 
enjoys it. 

He said his daughter has a degree in 
teaching English as a second language and 
so that will be offered. 

“We’ve been blessed with a good 
congregation and we are really growing,” 
Pastor Marcum said. “And, we got a pretty 
good price.” 

He said his father Paul Marcum came to 
the Belleville area in 2002 and there were 10 
members in the church on Savage Road. He 
brought 15 more with him. They went back 
to being an Assembly of God and now the 
church has close to 300 members. 


Pastor Paul retired and turned over the 
church to his sons Pastor Eddie and Assistant 
Pastor Stephen. 

Pastor Eddie Marcum said when they 
first came to Belleville it was August of 
2002 and there were 25 members. Now, 
just 17 years later they needed a larger 
building, which is exciting, he said. 
Pastor Marcum said many family members 
take part in leading church activities, 
including his “retired” father. 

He said they will be removing the pews 
from their new sanctuary and putting in 
comfortable chairs, which will save them 
money in insurance costs. Pastor Marcum 
said it has to do with bolted-down pews 
being considered by the insurance company 
as part of the building and moveable chairs 
considered as contents. 

He said another church showed interest in 
the pews. Work also had to be done on the 
septic field. 

In the summer of 2015, the Belleville 
Lighthouse Church, which then was 
located on Willis Road near Rawsonville in 
Sumpter Township, purchased the former 
Power Centre Church International on 
Sumpter Road in Van Buren Township. 

Lighthouse needed more space and already 
had construction drawings to expand its 
Willis Road church when it decided to buy 
the larger Sumpter Road site which was for 
sale. 

“Buying a much-larger existing church 
was a better choice than spending funds 
on expanding on our smaller facility,” 
said then-Pastor Jim Lockard. “We ended 
up with almost twice the space with great 
amenities. The new building even has the 
benefit of handicap access, bathrooms and 
an elevator.” 

The Power Centre church, built in 2006 
with seating for 400 on 19.06 acres, was 
listed for sale for $1,675,000 after the 
church filed for chapter 11 bankruptcy on 
Feb. 20, 2013. A bank in Georgia lent the 
congregation $6 million to build the complex. 

Pastor Lockard told the Independent that 
Lighthouse was able to buy The Power 
Centre for $850,000 with $650,000 paid at 
first and $250,000 more once the former 
church on Willis was sold.

Kollmeyer said when Steve Walters 
retired as city manager, the person hired to 
fill in until a new city manager was hired 
“just warmed the seat.” 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte said the 
council should have a contingency plan. 
He said if a person is selected on Feb. 
4, there will be a background check and 
notice to the person’s present employer, 
so the person wouldn’t be in place until 
March. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley agreed a 
professional usually gives four weeks’ 
notice. 

Councilman Marcotte said he would like 
the council to have a plan for someone to 
come in on a limited basis. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said there are 
people out there who can do a responsible 
job on an interim basis. He referred to a man 
he knows who does this for communities. 

Councilman Voigt said they need someone 
on hand, “in case something hits the fan.” 

Kollmeyer replied that in the city office 
“something is always hitting the fan.” 

Kollmeyer said Chief Berriman’s last day 
is Jan. 31 and the city will be posting the 
job on Tuesday, Jan. 7, with applications 
due by Jan. 31. The part-time job of 
police chief will be posted on professional 
internet sites as well as placed on the city 
website, she said. 

She said the selection has to go through 
the Civil Service Commission, as required 
by the city charter. She said Chief Berriman 
will select a panel of industry professionals, 
not from this area, to make the decision on 
the finalists — in public session. 

Then the Civil Service Commission will 
sign off on the list and the person at the 
top of the list will be hired, Kollmeyer said. 
She said requirements for the job include 
seven years as a police officer, three years 
at sergeant or above, and much more. 

She said the people responding will 


probably be officers who have retired from 
their careers and won’t need the benefits of 
a full-time position. 

Mayor Conley asked council members to 
send any questions they would like to be 
asked at the interview sessions on Jan. 25 
to Kollmeyer. 

Conley reminded them she will be out 
of town for a week because of the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors winter meeting in 
Washington, D.C., Jan. 22-24. She said that 
is why the dates of the council meetings in 
January were changed.

He also wanted to know if towels and soap 
are supplied to the public or, “Do we need 
to bring our own?” Our reader, a Belleville 
businessman, would also like the DDA to 
post who is scheduled to use the conference 
room each week. 

A reader suggested that the vacant 
Kmart on Rawsonville Road in Van Buren 
Township would make a good place for a 
U-Haul center. He pointed to the Kmart 
location in Wayne that is now U-Haul. 

I asked Harold at Harold’s U-Haul on 
Rawsonville Road, one of my newspaper 
drops, and he said he was wondering the 
same thing. He said he asked his boss about 
it. 

Harold said he was told the shopping 
center that the Kmart was in is one unit, 
owned by one group. Kmart leased space 
there.

Marjorie Alma Gifford 


MARJORIE ALMA GIFFORD 

(June 18, 1921 — January 3, 2020) 

Marjorie Alma (Rojem) Gifford was born 
before traffic signals were invented, before 
frozen foods and aerosol cans were available. 
There was no penicillin, no insulin, and few 
childhood immunizations. There weren’t even 
ball-point pens. 

Marjorie survived the Great Depression and 
graduated from Marlette High School in 
Marlette, Michigan. She pitched in for the war 
effort during World War II, a true “Rosie the 
Riveter.” 

After her first marriage ended in divorce, she 
was a single mother with three children. She 
took factory, retail and housekeeping jobs, and 
fell in love again and had two children with her 
new husband. After too short a time, she found 
herself nursing him through his final illness and 
contending with single motherhood once more. 
Marjorie’s third husband informed her the first 
time they met that he was going to marry her. 
He could not be dissuaded, even by the prospect 
of a ready-made family of five children. Soon it 
was a family of six children. After more than 30 
years, she again had to cope with a husband’s 
death. 

Marjorie’s career and calling arrived in her 
life by coincidence. She’d agreed to check out 
a nursing home for a family member, and the 
administrator “saw something special” about 
her and persuaded her to come to work there. 
Nearly 50 years later, Marjorie was still caring 
for elderly and infirm people as a home-care 
aide. She was in great demand, and she enjoyed 
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the challenge and satisfaction of helping those 
in need. 

Through her third husband, Marjorie became 
deeply involved in Eastern Star. She progressed 
repeatedly through its leadership posts, earned 
the Grand Cross of Colors and served as MA 
of Rainbow Girls. She was proud of her 59 
years of participation. She was also active in the 
National Society of Daughters of the American 
Revolution and National Society Colonial 
Dames XVII Century. 

Marjorie was also a loyal churchgoer, 
establishing a presence at Belleville United 
Presbyterian Church in Belleville, Michigan, 
that lasted more than a half-century, and at 
which she served as an elder. 

She also found time to indulge her passion for 
gardening, at one point creating an amazing iris 
garden atop a section of cement driveway. It was 
said she could make a Popsicle stick grow. She 
crocheted with immense skill and dedication 
— every family member had his or her own 
cozy afghan, and every new bundle of joy was 
bundled first in a “Granny-made” blanket. 

A lifelong Michigander, Marjorie nevertheless 
enjoyed traveling, especially if she was behind 
the wheel. She allowed herself to be flown to 
south Mississippi in 2018 to visit one of her 
sons who’d moved there, and she found the 
new surroundings to her liking. For more than 
a year, she took in the sights and enjoyed the 
warmer weather. 

Marjorie defied all the odds in September 2019 
when, at 98, she recovered from surgery after 
she fell and fractured her hip. She was soon 
up and walking, but had lost her cherished 
independence. 

On Friday, Jan. 3, 2020, Marjorie died. She was 
preceded in death by her parents, Walter Rojem 
and Gladys Rojem, RN; younger brothers Ricky, 
Walter and Don; younger sister Marie; daughter 
Sandra Fuester, daughter-in-law Sandra Gordon 
and granddaughter Shannon Gifford. 

Those left to honor her memory are her 
younger sisters Pat Judson and Gladys 
Trimper; daughters Marilyn Fuester and 
Jeanette Wheeler (Bruce) Muszynski; sons 
Paul Fuester, Lawrence (Kim Anderson) 
Wheeler and William Gifford; grandchildren 
Edward Gordon, Kelly Daugherity, Julie 
(Eric) Simmons, Eric (Stephany) Muszynski 
and Tiffany (Aaron) Hanson; a host of nieces, 
nephews, great-grandchildren and great-great- 
grandchildren; and many, many friends.
